XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. 8. Watt.) 


No. 414.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February, and March, 1935. 


January.—The rainfall in the Kimberleys during the greater part of the month was of 
a scattered nature, thunderstorms of varying degrees of intensity falling here and there, 
and it was not until the last few days that any rains of a general nature occurred. These 
rains should have done an immense amount of good, as the feed, which had shot from the 
various scattered thunderstorms, was withering under the hot sun. With the exception of 
Turkey Creek the monthly totals in the East Kimberley reached the average, but excluding 
Anna Plains, where heavy local falls were 'reported, the coastal portions of the West Kim- 
berley were still greatly below the usual monthly registration. 

Rains fell here and there in the North-West, Pilbara, Gascoyne and Murchison, but the 
falls in the main ‘did not exceed an inch and a half, and only in a few instances were the 
averages exceeded. 


The wheat belt rains were made up of falls on the 6th and 14th, the former being the 
most general, and ‘were opportune in replenishing the tanks, but were not heavy enough to 
fill the dams, 

Very little rain fell over the Goldfields pastoral country, which was in urgent need of 
an extensive downpour. 

Temperatures in sub-tropical districts throughout the month may be divided into two 
sections. The first half of the month was characterised by the cool conditions, which were 
a feature of our November and December weather, whilst the latter half was marked by 
high temperatures, rendering conditions most trying, and on occasions the absence of the 
usual sea breeze was severely felt. 

The following table shows the mean temperatures :recorded at Perth this summer com- 
pared with the averages for previous years. It will be noted that November and Decem- 
ber are cooler, while January, despite the high temperatures during the latter half, is only 
one degree higher than the average maximum:—

February.—Although mean temperatures in the Metropolitan area were practically 
normal during last month, decided variations between heat and cold were experienced. 
Two of the coolest days on record for February—69.2 degrees and 69.3 degrees on the 24th 
and 25th respectively—were preceded by a heat spell of four days duration and were fol- 
lowed by one of the coldest nights ever experienced in February. During the month the 
temperature ‘rose higher than 100 degrees on three occasions and reached 106.3 degrees on 
the 22nd, while the number of days exceeding 90 degrees amounted to ten. The following 
table shows a comparison of the days of over 90 degrees maximum this summer compared 
with the normals for previous years, indicating that it has been an average season.

The cool changes which occurred in the Metropolitan area also affected the country dis- 
tricts and maxima on the whole were below the average. Outstanding readings were 113 
degrees at Marble ‘Bar on the 26th and at Winning Pool on the 20th and 112 degrees at 
Derby on the 19th. 


Rains some time during the month were spread throughout the State, and in the agri- 
cultural districts the outstanding falls occurred on the Ist and 2nd, followed by less ex- 
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tensive registrations on the 13th, 15th and 25th. The first mentioned rains would have 
softened the ground for fallowing and provided water for the dams, but would no doubt 
have a harmful 'effect on the dry feed. 


On the Goldfields some over-average falls were noted on the 13th and 14th, but un- 
less followed up by more, any good resulting would be only temporary. Satisfactory rains 
from time ‘to time occurred in the Murchison and West Gascoyne country and many over- 
average results were shown. Deficiencies appeared in the West Gascoyne and Fortescue 
and at the majority of inland stations of the De Grey. The storm on the 12th, however, 
was responsible for ‘pronounced excesses in the vicinity of Whim Creek. 

In the Kimberleys the totals were from two to five inches below the average. At Fitz- 
roy Crossing only 28 points were recorded. This is the lowest February total ever recorded 
at that station, where the usual monthly fall amounts to 550 points. This, however, evi- 
dently only extends over a ‘limited area, as private advices received from surrounding sta- 
tions state that the grasses, although short, are still green. The rains fell in the form of 
scattered thunderstorms, which has been a feature of this season, and not 'as widespread 
falls. The table below indicates the amount of rain that has been recorded at the six daily 
recording stations compared with the average amount from November to February:—

March.—The main feature of the March rainfall was the development of extensive 
rains in portions of the pastoral country. The principal sources of the tropical rains were 
three extensive disturbances. The first, towards the commencement of the month, developed 
between Koepang and the North Kimberley coast. It gradually assumed willy-willy 
characteristics and heavy weather was encountered out at sea. Its centre, however, re- 
mained far out to sea and no really rough weather was experienced on the coast. The 
accompanying rains commenced in the Northern Territory and extended to the Kimberley 
districts and later through the Gascoyne, Midland country and the Northern Goldfields. 
The second system was a tropical one of no great wind force, but some heavy rains fell in 
the West Kimberley from the 16th to the 20th. The southward journey of the depression 
was accompanied by rains of much less intensity through the wheat belt, portions of the 
Gascoyne ‘and northern goldfields, while, in places, some good falls were again noted. The 
third disturbance was represented by the disastrous willy-willy of the ‘26th-28th, which 
struck the pearling fleet. Its effects were confined to Derby, Broome and La Grange Bay 
and the accompanying rainfall was disappointing and did not extend beyond the Kimber- 
leys. Summarised it may be stated that, with the exception of Fitzroy Crossing (only 80 
points above the average) the other recording stations in the Kimberleys showed excesses 
ranging from 590 points at Wyndham to 1,977 points at Broome. Excesses were also shown 
between Carnarvon and Hamelin Pool, at some of the Murchison stations, the northern 
agricultural districts and in the northern goldfields. 


Taking the month as a whole, day temperatures were about equal to the average, the 
hot conditions at the beginning of the month being counterbalanced by the cool weather 
between the 14th and 22nd. 


Apart from the heavy weather in the north no particularly rough conditions were ex- 
perienced on the coast, although the southern depressions which from time to time 
developed would doubtless have caused temporary rough conditions across the Bight.
